| 3 % minutes. 

j According  to  J.  Keith  Rigby 
| and  Joe  Owens  of  the  geological 
j department  of  BYU,  the  center 
j of  the  quake  probably  is  in  the 
j Wasatch  range  of  mountains.  If 
{ it  is,  then  it  may  be  possible  to 
I see  where  an  actual  fault  has 
j ocurred. 

j It  was  only  a coincidence  that 
j we  were  doing  an  interview  for 
j a feature  story  about  the  seismo- 
j graph  when  the  earthquake 
struck. 

Less  than  five  minutes  before 
the  time  of  the  quake,  this  re- 
porter and  photographer  were 


down  in  the  basement  of  the 
Science  Building  examining  the 
scientific  equipment  of  the  seis- 
mic department. 

Reporter  Del  .Van  Orden  of 
the  Universe,  was  sitting  in  the 
Grant  Library,  When  the  build- 
ing began  to  tremble  and  the 
lights  began  to  shake.  Pressmen 
in  the  Y Press  of  the  University 
standing  on  solid  concrete  floors 
felt  themselves  shake  right  down 
to  their  shoes,  while  putting  the 
paper  to  bed. 

There  was  no  pre-warning  of 
the  quake  by  the  seismograph 
showing  that  it  definitely  was 
local.  Several  small  after-trem- 
ors were  recorded  on  the  BYU 
seismograph.  This  is  the  general 
process  in  all  earthquakes. 

Other  quakes  which  may  be 
familiar  to  some  are  the  San 
Francisco  quake  and  the  ancient 
Greek  earthquakes  which  were 
of  an  intensity  9.  An  earth- 
quake of  10  intensity  would  be 
a major  disaster;?
